What Makes 'Em Do ItT 


Probably when a highly cultured 


bass sees one of these gloriously dec- 
orated affairs splash in his home 
grounds he up and makes a dash at it 
in anger at the rough-neck intrusion 
of the queer-looking object, or per- 
haps strikes it in pure cussedness, 
egged on by the wonderful movement* 
of the little demon In Its wobble back 
borne to the caster. 


How they ever dug the big bunch 


out of the woodpile and got away with 
it is the eighth wonder of the world. 
More power to 'em. What would a 
fellow do if he couldn't browse around 
among a bunch of new ones and select 
a few to take along on each trip and 
try them out on the unsuspecting fish. 


You Never Can Tell. 


You never know what you can do 


with one of these dippy, diving, wob- 
bling wonders 'till you try it and then 
all the advance dope and traditions ol 
that particular bait may go to smash 
in one afternoon's fishing and new vic- 
tories in an entirely different line ol 
fishing be pegged up to its credit. 


To illustrate this point, old man, at 


the opening of the season I took a 
ftyer at bass. It tad been cold and 
rainy, with high waters, and the bass 
wero quiet and far-offish. 
My tackle 


box was decked out with a collection 
of lures guaranteed to make any bass 
nervous, jealous or fighting mad. The 
bass sure were off their feed, both in 
color and shape. Nothing seemed to 
coax them out of the wet. I snapped ! 
on a South Bend Bass-ereno bait, all 
white with a red head, and tried that 
as an enticer. Nothing doing with the 
bass, but I had as nice a piece of 
wall-eyed pike fishing as a fellow could 
find anywhere. 
Almost every cast 


bnought a strike, and in the 
after- 


noon's casting this little old bass lure 
hooked 32 wall-eyed pike, all of which 
were thrown back in the drink except 
the larger ones and that left a stringer 
with the limit and none below two 
pounds, topped with a six and a half 
pounder. My fishing pal and guide 
had the same luck with a white Wilson 
Wobbler with red flutes, by which he 
swears like a pagan. They were sure 
off the bass but on the pike. 


The Color* They Like. 


As to color, the preferpnce seems to 


be with white body and red head, fol- 
lowed by all red, all yellow, green back 
with white belly and rainbow, but 
what they take one day may be passed j 
without a squint the next. However, j ( 
with the above colors in your tackle 
outfit you probably can please them 
any day. 


The luminous-painted plug, which, if 


exposed to daylight or artificial light 
glovs like the dampened head of a 
match, makes an excellent ball, for af- 
ter sundown or moonlight casting. 
The fact that these baits float whc£j 
in the water and not in motion makes 
them an ideal lure for the beginner, 
especially when h« puts In a session 
with a little old back lash. He knows 
his bait is floating instead of snag- 
ging, which was the habit of the 
"daddy" of this kind of plug, the old 
underwater sinker that found more 
snags and hook holds than a fellow 
thought could exist in well regulated 
fishing waters. 


Lures That Make 'Em Strike. 


For a selection of lively artificials, 


the Jamison Coaxer, which is a cross j 
between a chunk of pork and a hum- 
ming bird, makes a good one to start 
with; the Heddon's Baby Crab Wig- 
gler gives all the moves of a crawfish 
going home to its mother and that 
sure is pie for the bass. The Wilson 
Fluted Wobbler, South Bend Bass-ereno 
and Rush Tango Minnow, all with 
white body and red heads, give you 
a bunch of dives, dips and crawls that 
is hard to beat. 


With these baits in your tackle box, 


and any others that tickle your fancy, 
you ought to be able to slip one over 
on the unsuspecting fish, and at the 
same time have a lot of fun watching 
them do their dance in the water.

Tho bill provides for the creation 
of loan investment companies. 
Tho 
aggregate capital stock of such com- 
panies shall not be less than $25,i)0n 
in « city, having a population of less 
than 50,000; shall not be less than 
$50,000 In cities with from 50,000 to 
150,000 inhabitant's and shall not be 
less than tluO.OOO in cities having a 
population 
of over 
150,000 inhabi- 
tants. 
These companies are organized on 
the theory that they can furnish mon- 
ey to poor people who have little se- 
curity. 
It provides for 
weekly 
or 
monthly payments on the Installment 
plan of the money loaned. 
The insti- 
tutions are under the supervision of 
the state banking department. 
An amendment offered by Senator 
Bray was incorporated, which pro- 
vides that these companies shall not 
charge to exceed 6 percent Interest 
for the first three years.

Cook one 
quart

of molasses or a

and bake slowly six or seven hours.

Cowpea Soup 
One tablespoon butter or pork fat, 
one tablespoon finely chopped onion, 
one stalk celery', finely chopped, one 
cup dry cowpeas, salt. 
Soak the peas eight or ten hours 
in water enough to cover. Fry 
the 
vegetables in the butter, 
add 
the 
peas in -the water in which they were 
soaked, and cook (preferably in a 
double 
boiler) 
until 
the peas are 
tender. 
Put the mixture through a 
sieve and add water enough to bring 
it to the consistency preferred. He- 
heat. 
If this soup is thickened -with 
one tablespconful of flour mixed with 
a little water, the pea pulp will not 
sink. . 
Puree of Cowpeas. 
(Used like mashed potatoes.) 
Soak one pint of dry cowpeas in 
told water 
over night. Cook until 
soft in just enough water to cover. 
Drain and pass through a sieve. Sea- 
son with salt, "pepper, one-half cup- 
ful 
of cream (or milk and a table- 
spoonful of butter or other fat), and 
two 
teaspoonfuls 
of brown sugar. 
Beat thoroughly, reheat, aad serve 
like mashed -potatoes.

INCREASED ACREAGE 


FOR SPRING CROPS 


THROUGHOUT STATE 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.) 


Madison, Wis., June 9.—According 
to the joint report of the Wisconsin 
Department of Agriculture and the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, issued at Madison today, 
the 
farmers of Wisconsin have increased 
the acreage of all spring sown crops. 
The acreage of spring 
wheat 
has 
been increased fully 33 per cent over 
last year, making a total increase of 
over 36,000 acres. In many counties 
the acreage has 
been 
more 
tnac 
doubled. Thousands of farmers all 
over tbe state who have not grown 
wheat for years, 
have 
sowed small 
patches this year, ranging from two 
acres upward. Thousands of acres or 
old pasture land and 
old meadows 
have been plowed up and utilized for 
crops, and in the newer sections of 
the state the fanners are 
bending 
every effort to bring all of the new 
land they possibly can under cultiva- 
tion scarcity of labor being the chief 
limiting factor. 
The acreage of oats, 
it is estimated, has 
been 
increased 
about one per cent, or a total of over 
22 000 acres. The acreage of barley, 
610 000 acres of which were harvested 
last vear, has been increased about 3 
per cent, or over 18,000 acres. 


Cold Spring Retards Crops. 
The condition of spring sown crops 
is somewhat lower than a year ago, 
due to the cold backward spring, com- 
bined in some sections with drought, 
which has retarded vegetation of all 
kinds. Fruits of all kinds are blossom- 
ing much later than usual. Conditions 
on the whole, however, are promising, 
and some warm weather would work 
wonders. It is reported that in some 
sections on the heavier soils it has 
been necessary
